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ARMED PEACE. 


Strengthenisag Frontier Fortresses — En- 
giand’s Maw Awaiting the Panama Canal. 


Special Cablegram (to the Post-Dispatch. 

ON DON, September 
15.—The events of the 
past week have bad 
the effect of remind- 
ing ali Europe that 
the relations between 
the Powers are still as 
delicate and sensitive 
as ever. The net re- 
sult ofthe fortnight’s 
operations, corre- 
spondence, interviews and military and naval 
reviews, has been to strengthen the pessi- 
mistic view of the situation. Both the Em- 
peror William andthe French President wit- 
nigeed naval reviews and sham battles almost 
at the same time this week, and strange to 
say, both claimed that their respective 
fortresses at Wilhelm’s Haven and 
Cherbourg were secure from naval 
attacks. President Oarnot goes tur- 
ther and assures the French people that ex- 
perienced engineers have quite sealed up their 
Alpine frontier and that they have stopped the 
famous Gap of Beitort. Between Beifort 
and Stenay they bave put a line of forts such 
as cannot be passed by an enemy except ata 
point left open for him, but must be besieged. 
A row of fortresses on the Belgian frontier 
and aseries ofintrenched camps in second 
line are being rapidly completed. 

In diplomatic circles it is now generally be- 
lieved that the activity of the French Ministry 
in strengthening the defences of France in- 
spired the recent article in the North German 
Gasetie, in which all uneasiness at the pros- 
pect & Gen. Boulanger’s success was denied, 
and in which the writer went on to say that 
Germany can live in peace with a Boulangist 
just as well as with a Bonapartist 
regime; that the German Government 
considers the Boulangist movement a peaceful 
one, and that no possible French Government 
can give really satisfactory guarantees for 
peace. There are, however, a number of 
wiseacres who say that as no one is better in- 
formed than Prince Bismarck as to the exact 
state of parties in France, he possibly forsees 
the accession of Gen. Boulanger to the control 
of affairs, and is anzlous to pave the way to 
peaceabie, if not friendly, relations. 

AN ITALIAN FLEET CAUSING WORRY. 

The strong case presented by the Porte on 
Wednesday last agalnst the Italian annexation 
of Massowah was a surprise to the Central 
European powers, as itseemed so improbable 
that Turkey should join Russia and France in 
opposition to the Triple Alliance. The lead 
ing statesmen of these powers had ceased to 
worry over the Massowah incident,as they ex- 
pected the matter to end in the ez 
change of notes. Now, however, 
the Suez Canal Convention is threat- 
ened, In view of the fact that an 
Italian fleet, formidable alike in numbers, in 
armament and in speed, hasforthe past few 
days been rendezvouing in the Mediterranean 
and that the ironclads had gone there to 
demonstrate, either directly or indirectly 
againat Turkey, the action of the Porte is an 
assuranee to French statesmen that if the 
Triple Alliance holds good for a quarrel in the 
Mediterranean as well as for other eventuall- 
ties, that France is notso completely isolated 
as Big. Crispi, Ooynt Kalnoky and Prince 
Bismarek believed when Sig. Oriepi sent his 
famous note the to French Foreign Office re- 
specting the capitulations of Massowah. A 
number of leading politicians profess to be- 
lieve that they the hand of M. De Nelidoff, 
the Russian Am r to Constantinople, in 
this latest note of the Porte, and state that 
Turkey would never have assumed such a de- 
fant attitude without strong guarantees of as- 
assistance from Russia in inforcing her claims 
of Suzerainty over Massowah. 

FRANCE ON GOOD BEHAVIOR. 

It may be said that France is placed upon her 
good behavior, not only by reason of the 
enormous odds arrayed against her in the 
ebeence of any declared ally, but also em- 
phatically for reasons of economy. With

are of very deep interest to the Government 
of India. Abdurrahman, the Ameer of 
Afghanistan, is not «a model ruler. Hig 
methods of government are merciless, but 
he is the best Afghan Prince that India 
could bave for a neighbor. One can 
foresee the issue of the Turkestan rebelilion, 
but even the limited success of Ishak Khan 
for the past few weeks have seriously discred- 
ited and impaired the authority of the Ameer 
among a number of chiefs who would hail an 
opportunity of striking a blow atthe authori- 
ty of the stern despot who now rules at Cabul. 

The most disagreeabie side of the trouble to 
England is that Ishak’s next neizhbors are 
the Russians, and that Great Britain has guar- 
anteed to Abdurrabam, against the Russians, 
a frontier which includes the district of the 
Ameer’s insurgent relative. No doubt there 
has been no guarantee of the Ameer’s authority 
over his own people, an authority which 
hitherto he has been able to assert against 
many outbreaks of insubordination. But a 
revolt in the proximity of the Russian border 
ig a disagreeable symptom and is undoubtedly 
evidence that Afghan-Turkestan has passed 


into the sphere of Russian, oe. 


‘‘ARABIAW NIGHTS’’ DISTANCES. 

Henry Marvin, the best English authority 
on Afghanistan affairs, in an interview to-day 
seid: There never was any evidence of the 
existence of English influence north of the 
Hindu Kush. Magar-I-Sberif, the capital of 
Afghban-Turkestan, is only a short journey 
distant from the Oxus, no, practically a Rus- 
sian river, and beyond the Ukus Lies the terri- 
tory of Bokhara, to all intents and purposes 
Russian for many years past. Distances in war 
and politicos are measured not in miles 
but by the time required, and the difficulties 
to be overcome by traversing them. Any one 
who will glance at the literature of Afgbanis- 
tan from the works of Burns and Vanbery to 
Maj. Yale’s latest book will see how far re- 
moved from British India is that part of Af- 
ghanistan called Aflghan-Turkestan. To 
reach Magar-I-Sheriff from Delhi or Lucknow 
is a journey which recalls the marvelous 
distances, deserts and mountains that are 
interposed in the ‘‘Arabian Nights’’ between 
the Prince and Princess of his dreams. But 
from Russia tickets can be bought in Paris to- 
nay for an excursion to Samareand by special 
train from Ugunada, To goto Mazar-I-Sherif 
it is only necessary to leave the train at 
Chardjui and take a steamer up the Oxus. The 
traveler may land within a long day’s ride of 
the capital of Afghan-Turkestan. The fact is, 
since the annexation ot Penjdeh and Kojah 
Saleh and the construction of the new railway 
there is nothing to stop the spread of Russian

SHAKEN TREATIES. 

Historians and writers upon the theory of 
politics are always urging that treaties are 
never durable unless they are the expression 
of the real abiding interests of both parties. 
Artificial settlements are invariably tempo- 
rary, and it is painfully evident that the whole 
of the recent delimitation arrangements were 
thoroughly artificial. The only restraint upon 
the further advance of Russia in this direction 
je the treaty signed last year. It the Rus - 
sian Government should refuse to abide 
by the agreement there is nothing 
in the local eireumstances to hinder the ac- 
complishment of ite wishes. The revolt of 
Ishak Khan suggests a simple method of evad- 
ing the treaty. If it were preferred to occupy 
Afghan-Turkestan with an armed fore, it 
would be easy to overrun the whole country 
long before any assistance from India could be 
rendered to the Ameer. The only practicabie 
method of forcing the observance of the 
upon Russia against her will would be by 
war, carried on in Europe.

This ‘forenoon was brightand sunny, but 
shortly after noon the clouds opened and the 
rain descended. Every fresh rain is received 
with alarm by the people, for they realize 
what it means to the sick. And as 
every one who bas. not yet had 
the fever expects to, he is very anxious that 
the sick should bave every biessing and ac- 
commvodation, for it may be that he will be in 
that pUght soon. The three funerais— 
Tr. W. Ely. Louis I. Flemming 
and H. 4. L’'Engle—made all feel 
what a great loss Jacksonville had 
sustained. Complaints regarding the Relief 
Committee seem very prevalent now. The 
trouble is that Judge Jones has been 80 over- 
vorked that he could not do himseif justice, 
and the moment he left everything 
seemed to run to suit itself. 
He was a good organizer and had 
everything in good shape, but his Secretary, 
Mr. Kettle, became iil and then so much extra 
work was thrown on the Judge that he could 
not stand it and bis bealth failed. A house to 
house inspection has never been made, 
and the consequence is that bun- 
creds of people are thus neglected 
unwillingly, The megroes are not troubled 
with any false pride or modesty at such a time 
as this, and they get the lion’s share of the 
tree grub. 

Dr. F. H. Caldwell of Santord is in charge 
ofthe Bureau of Medical Aid and Nurses. A 
large vacant hotel at the corner of Hogan 
and Bay, known as the Travelers Rest, 
has been engaged and will be his headquart- 
ers. Herea restaurant will be opened, and 
the nurses and doctors connected with this 
central bureau fed and roomed. Here all or- 
derts and requests for attendance and nurses 
wl de sent. Ambulances will be ready night 
aud day, and everything syste matized, so that 
the sick will now reesive far more prompt at- 
tention. 
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INEFFICIENT NURSES. 

At the association meeting to-day muon de- 
bate was had regarding the habits of some of 
the so-called nurses first sent here, Dr. Neal 
Mitchell, on behalf of the Board of Health, 
stated that the Board would have no difficulty 
in disposing of poor nurses who 
came here under pay, that 
tome action must be taken to 
Protect our people against inefficient loca! 
hurses. The Doctor announced that Dr. F. 
H. Caldwell had been placed m charge of the 
Medical Bureau and that the headquarters of 
nurses and medical attestion had been 
established fully. After some discussion it 
Was thought best by Dr. Mitchell that the 
Board of Health should give certificates to all 
DUrses who were registed. at that bureau.

Notable Victims of the Scourge. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DisraTcu. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., September 15.—Louils 
J. Fleming. who died at his residence yester- 
day, was one of the most brilliant lawyers in 
the State. He had been prostrated with fever 
for several days pastand grew rapidly worse 
after the death of his son on Wednesday. 
Louis I. Fleming was born at  Hi- 
bernia, on Fleming's Island, in the 
St. John’s River, April 4, 1825. 
During his early boyhood the home of the 
family there was broken up by the attacks of 
hostile Indians, and they removed about the 
year 1637 to Panama, on Trout Creek, where 
the father engaged in the lumber business, 
the mille being among the frst built in 
Florida. There the family resided for nearly 
four years, the son Louis in the meantime, at 
the age of 14, having been sent to the town of 
Amherst, Mass., to prepare for college. 
Six yoars later he graduated from Am- 
herst College, and immediately engaged 
in the occupation of a school-teacher 
at South Bridge, in the same State. About the 
year 1849 he returned to Florida, and subse- 
quently engaged in teaching at Waukeena and 
in his home city, Jacksonville, devoted his 
leisure time to the study of law. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar at the March term, 1854, 
and immediately thereafter entered upon the 
practice of his profession. On March 4, 1858, 
he was married to Mary Evelyn L'Engle of 
this city, who, with two children, a son and 
daughter, survive him. 

His VIEWS ON SLAVERY. 

At about this time an incident occurred 
which is indicative of the man. The exten- 
sion of slavery and the slave trade was then a 
vital question in American politics, and al- 
though born and raised among slave-holders, 
and still perhaps defending the syetem, Mr. 
Fieming was nevertheless uncomp 
opposed to ‘‘extension.’’ He was in 
way connected with the office of the 
United States District Attorney, and hearing 
that a little vessel had been fitted out at 
Jekyl Island for the purpose of going to Africa 
and bringing slaves back to be sold here, he 
deemed it his duty to prevent it. In order to 
allay suspicion as to its intended destination, 
the vessel was run up the &t. Jobn’s River 
to Jacksonville. Here she was seized by 
order of Mr. Fleming, although he was well 
aware that some of his friends and neighbors 
had a pecuniary interest in the expedition. 
The officers and owners of the vessel man- 
aged by making questionable affidavits to se- 
cure the release of the vessel. 
But she was afterwards captured 
and sold by order of the Government. 
Mr. Fleming faced his duty, even though his 
action promised to lose him both = 
and popularity. 

During the war Mr. Fleming was located at 
Lake City, and did military duty as Judge- 
Advocate on the staff of Finnegan. At the 
close of the war he returned to Jacksonville, 
and in January, 1866, he formed a 
law-partnership with Col. J. 8. Dan- 
jel, which he has continued uninter- 
ruptedly for nearly twenty-three years. 
Mr. Flemming has long been regarded as one 
of the soundest lawyers in the State. Aside 
from his single acceptance of the office of 
Prosecuting Attorney for this district of the 
State and his election to the Mayoraity of 
Jacksonville at two different periods, he always 
studiously avoided public honors, although 
frequently pressed to enter politics. 
Early in life he became a devoted churchman, 
and was for many years a vestryman of St. 
John’s parish. He leaves, beside his imme- 
alate family, three brothers (one Capt. Francis 
P. Fleming of this city) and three sisters. 


HENRY A. L'ENGLE. 

After lingering several days between life 
and death, Henry A. L'Engle, President of the 
State Bank of Florida, died yesterday. 
For nearly a week many and anxious 
have been the inquiries each hour 
for the condition of the patient, 
for everybody has felt from the first that his 
deata would be an irretrievabie public loss. 
Mr. L’Engle bad been very dotive in the work 
of sanitation, and had thrown himself soul 
and body into the herculean task of ridding 
Jacksonville of her terrible visitation, and the 
excitement, anxiety and mental strain 
consequent on this labor no doubt 
helped the fever to do its 
deadly work. Henry Augustus L’Engie was 
born in this city on January 23, 1850. He was 
of a family of eleven children, eight of whom 
are now living, and with one exception all res- 
idents of Florida. The aged mother of this 
large family, Mrs. Susen Fatio L’Engle, at- 
tainea her bad birthday yesterday, the day of 
her son’s death. She was the first in the 
family to be attacked with the yellow fever, 
but recovered. Mr. L’Engle was a graduate 
of the College of Pharmacy in Baitimore. Re- 
turning to Jacksonville he learned the details 
of the drug business and subsequently en- 
gaged in it. From the year 1877 to 1881, inclu- 
sive, Mr. L' Engle was colleotor of revenue for 
Duval County and was re-elected to this office 
for another term, but resigned to accept the 
State Treasuryship. This position he beld 

during the administration of Gov. Bloxham, 
finally retiring from it on February 19, 1885. 
His successful administration of the office was 


capable of most any amount of hard work. 

Alarm at Charieston. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcs. 

OBARLESTON, 8. O., September 15.—The 
breaking out of yellow fever at Henderson- 
ville has created consternation here, Hender- 
sonville being the summer resortof a large 
number of wealthy Chariestonians. Immedi- 
ately on receipt of the news of fever at that 
Place the Mayor issued orders quarantining 
it and this complicated matters, as many 
women and children were on their way home, 
having run from the fever. No person from 
Hendersonvilie or any piace in that vicinity is 
allowed to come to the city now without a oer 
tifcate. A health officer was sent to Hen. 
dersonvillie. The medical people here 
are rather outspoken in denouncing 8ur- 
geon-Gen. Hamilton for allowing the train 
of refugees to go to Hendersonville. The 
Surgeon-General was applauded in his efforts 
to isolate the fever when Jacksonville people 
were denouncing him. Now that he has al- 
lowed 5,000 terer infected people to 
get out of the State there is 
no telling where the fever will 
not go. All the cities and towns in this State 
are on the qui vive, and have kept the fever 
ata distance up to the present time. Th 
Hendersonville fever train, however, renders 
extra precaution necessary. All the guards 
around Charleston have been increased, and 
the strictest surveillance is observed. The 
city is at present remarkably healthy, and 
the authorities will spend thousands of dol- 
lars to keep it so. Still the Hendersonville 
quarantine works considerable hardships to 
many families. The people are flying from 
the place in every direction, but they will not 
be allowed to come here. 


Panic at Raleigh. 


By Telegraph to the Poet-DisPaTcH. 

RALI, N. O., September 15.—Intelligence 
reached here to-day that eight cases of yel- 
low fever had broken out at Hendersonville, 
N. O., among the Jacksonville refugees who 
arrived a few days ago. Oonsternation is 
being created among the people of Hender- 
sonville, who are fieeing from the place by 
scores. It is not generally believed, however, 
that the scourge will spread, except among 
the refugees themselves. Refugees who have 
not been seized with the fever have become 
panic-stricken and are fleeing to other parts 
of the state, regardless of an agreement they 
signed on leaving Jacksonville for Henderson- 
ville that they would remain at Henderson- 
ville ten days. A party of them went to 
Saluda and ciaimed to have come from 
Columbia, 8. O. Experienced physicians are 
attending the refugees at Hendersonville, and 
the stricken are receiving every care. The 
cases up to date have been of a mild form. 
The refugees are quarantined at hotels and 
are completely isolated from the citizens of 
Hendersonville. 


Invaded New Orleans.

AvusTINn, Tex., September 15.—It is reported 
here that yellow fever invaded New Orleans 
to-day, and that six cases developed. 
The Governor has received no official 
information, but fears it is true, and has 
made every preparation to instantly enforce 
the most rigid quarantine against the 
city. Heath Officer Blunt of Galveston 
was removed this morning by State Health 
Officer Rutherford and Dr. Fisher appointed 
in his stead, but the Governor for 
want of information has not approved Ruth 
erford’s action. He, however, telegraphed 
to-night merely sustaining it, so as to be pre- 
pared to-morrow to enforce quarantine, if the 
New Orleans reports are confirmed.

When enterprise thus 
@xtracts the honey of 
Wdvertisement from the 
Call of judgment, one 
feels like allowing him 
as much extra pallen as 
his own gall seems to 
demand. 

In the article pub- 
lished in the WORLD, 
from which he took the 
line for his play bills, 
it was distinctly pointed 
out that toprobable 
things are not of neces- 
sity uninteresting. 

A contrary conclusion would Dury Jules 
Verne and Rider Haggard 40,000 leagues de- 
neath success and wipe Jekyll and Hyde,“ 
and even the Tempest itself from the sur- 
face of delight. 

Violations of probability are often the only 
charm that an entertainment hasfora popu- 
lar assemblage. Just as in some plays—like 
‘‘Phillp Hearne,’’ for example—violation of 
propriety ie the only motive that guided the 
playwright. 

It all depends on whether you set out to 
amuse like Baron Munchausen or like Baby 
Bell. 

I remember when Bartley Campbell pro-

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MISS MATHER NOT A PARTNER. 


Failare of Her Suit Against Manager Hill 
for an Accounting. 


From the New York Sun. 

Mies Margaret Mather, the actress, has been 
unsuccessful in her suit against Manager J. 
M. Hillifor a dissolution of their alleged co- 
partuership and an accounting. Judge In- 
graham dismissed her complaint yesterday. 
The actress claimed tnat under ber agreement 
with the manager a copartnership existed, 
which he haa failed to live upto; that he had 


mismanaged the company; had failed to ren- 
der proper accounts to her; had improperly 
charged her with expenses, and had refused 
to permit her to see the books. 

Judge Ingraham finds thatthe agreement 
was not a n agreement. The 

reement, the Judge de, expressly pro- 
vided that therelation between the parties 
snould hot be one of partners. Miss Mather 
was merely to act under Mr. Hill's manage- 
ment, contributed no capital, and was liable 
for no debts. The evident intent was to com- 

neate the plaintiff for her services in act- 


Miss Mather’s lawyer says that the decision 
with not interfere with Miss Mather’s engage- 
ment under her new managers, as Judge Law- 
rence has vacated the injunction which Man- 
ager Hill procured against her. He also said 
that she had a right of action against the 
manager to recover $30,000 which he charged 
against her as ber share of the losses incurred 
at the Union Square Theater engagement. 


A WELL-KNOWN CHARACTER, 


Death of Frederick Rullman, the Rich 
Ticket Speculator. 


Frederick Valentine Rullman, the old theater 
ticket speculator and backer of Italian opera, 
died Sepjember 1 at Mamaroneck, N. Y., in 
his 6ith year. He was an Austrian by birth, 
and came to this country in 1845 a steerage 
passenger in search of his fortune. He got 
work asa driver on the Broadway stage line. 


Afterward he became a hack driver. His first 
copnection with a theater began with the ap- 
earance in New York of Palmo’s Italian 
pera Oo. in Chambers street. Here Mr. 
Rullman sold librettos. After that 
up his connection with 
stables and secured the 
exclusive privilege of selling flowers, librettos 
and newspapers in the theater. He made 
money, and increased it by lending it to actors 
inthe summer. He also ient money to man- 
agers. He had many wires out in different di- 
rections, and finally secured the exclusive 
right to sell librettos and to sell reserved seats 
in advance at fancy prices from nearly all the 
theaters. He generally got from 25 cents to $1 
advance on all his reserved seats. His most 
profitable venture was when Charles Dickens 
Came to this country. He secured the friend- 
ship of Dolby, Dickens’ manager, and got 
the privilege of selling all the reserved 
seats at is own, prices during Dick- 
ens’ first lecture tour through the country. 
Rullman’s gains for this single 2 he 
used tp say amounted: to $200,000. Dickens 
took a likingto Rullman. It is alleged that 
when Rullman shook hands with Dolby on the 
steamer that took Dolby and Dickens back to 
Engiand he left $100,000 in bank notes in the 
hands of the astonished manager. There had 
been no agreement between them about divid- 
ing profits. Dolby commended Rullman to 
Charles Fechter. Fechter took to Rullman at 
once, and made him his financial manager. 
Ruliman was faithful to Fechnter, and tried to 
keep him straight. To Rullman was due the 
2 of Itallan opera in America 
or ite last seasons. 6 supported Col. 
Mapleson for two successive seasons at the 
Academy of Music. He backed Max Varetzek 
for a similar period, and made an impressario 
of Maurice Grau. istori was one of his fa- 
vorites, and he was the importer of the first 
Viennese female orchestra. Competition 
during the past few years had eaten into his 
—— and he gradually retired from active 
usiness. He was married and had a family 
his wife being an Austrian also, and he had 
accumulated several hundred thousand dol- 
lars. He hurt hisfoot recently and under- 
went an operation.

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THE AUTHOR OF BEN HUR. 


HOME LIFE AND WORK OF GEN. LEW WAL- 
LACE, THE NOVELIST. 


He Is at Work on a New Novel Dealing With 
Life in Constantinople — The Pleasures 
and Hardships of Lecturing—His Home in 
Crawfordsville—The Dedication of Ben 
Hur“ and Why It Was Changed. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-DiIsPaTon. 
CRAWFORDSVILLE, Ind., August 28. 
T is generally known 
that the celebrated 
author of Ben Hur“ 
has been at his home 
in Crawfordsville 
during the past sum- 
mer and spring hard 
at work on bis new 
novel. Itisto be a 
story of Constantino- 
pie, about the time 
of the Janizaries, and 
prominent among its 
characters is a young 
Greek girl of sur- 
passing grace and 
beauty. It is said by those who have been per- 
mitted to know the trend of the story, that in 
power and dramatic force it will equal the 
most dramatic portions of ‘‘Ben Hur.’’ Gen. 
Wallace is the most laborious and pains- 
taking of writers, working all day fre- 
quently and far into, the night, then fre- 
quently rejecting wholly the results of his con- 
tinued application. It has been frequently 
stated that Mrs. Wallace has been of great as- 
sistance to him in his literary work, and so 
far as confidence In his ability—a faith that 
did not lag even during the long twenty years 
which elf&psed before The Fair God“ was 
finally given to the world, she has been. But 
itis one of his peculiarities that he neither 
seeks nor desires assistance from any one. 
Pian and plot must be evolved from his own 
brain and every detail elaborated in 
HIS OWN MENTAL WORK-SHOP 
over the entrance of which, figuratively 
speaking, are the words No admittance, 
keep out. Therefore he is entitled, individ- 
ually, tothe full measure of the success he 
has achieved, and cannot be called upon to 
divide the honors with anyone. During tho 
season of 1836-87 he lectured extensively upon 
the Turks, whom he admires greatly as a peo- 
ple, in almost all the Northern States and 
Canada, giving occasionally, on Sunday after - 
noons, readings in churehes from ‘‘Ben 
Hur.’’ He regards lecturing the hardest 


work he ever did—and he has done a 
great deal in many fieldsa—and confesses that 
he has neither liking 
nor natural fitness for 
the rostrum. His per- 
sonal popularity, how- 
ever, was greatly in- 
creased, and in several 
cities, Wotably Boston 
he was wined and dined 
and accorded otner 
honors which Ameri- 
cans ordinarily reserve 
for foreign celebrities, 
But all thie bas brought 
with it the drawback 
that usually bampers 
success. He has been 
beseiged and perse- ‘ ) 
cuted by beggars and —4 
business offers which, Gen. Lew Wallace. 
with all that be has had in the way of expe- 
rience, are still capable of astonishing bim. 
Among the most common, perhaps, are 
invitations to lecture gratis for the bene@R of 
some church encumbered with the traditional 
church debt. One aspiring board of trustees 
tendered him a pastorate recently, which was 
declined of course, partly because the distin- 
tinguished author is not gifted in the direction 
of pulpit oratory, and partly because he is not 
even a lay member of any church. 
Besides annoyances of this sort he is con- 
tinually beseiged with requests for autographs, 
hotographs and is inundated with romantic 
ncidents, thrilling personal narratives and 
experiences which his admirers vain!l 
imagine be can use in his future work, as if all 
authors, great and little, bave not always on 
hand more material than they can utilize, 
HIS RESIDENCE IN CRAWFORDSVILLE 
is.a plain, unpretentious, brown frame house, 
two stories, with wide verandahs, and is hid- 
den from view by overhanging trees, in front 
of which is a broad lawn sloping down to the 
street.

That is a rather ungallant statement, I 
know; but itis proper to remember that a 
prodigious amount of vanity and moral 
obliquity would have lain dormant if the fas- 
clpating heroines of the drama had always 
been acted by boys. We might have missed 
an occasional Peggy or Mary—iovely creature, 
potent enchantresses, in spite of their occas- 
ional lapses from the strict rule of virtue. On 
the other hand, we would not have been and 
would not be burdened with perampbulating 
gowne called stars, nor with green misses 
who are abnormally fond of public display 
and cosmetic. , 

It was, however, inevitable that men should 
be represented on the stage dy men and 
women by women. It is hard to believe that 
Shakespeare did not cherish that opinion him- 
self.

GATLING’S MURDEROUS GUN. 


A New Engine of War That Fires 1,200 Rifle 
Balls a Minute. 


Spectal Correspondence of the Posr-Disrarcn. 
WasHineton, September 13.—The Gatling 
Ordnance Co. has just been chartered under 
the laws of Virginia with a capital of $1,000,000. 
Several big capitalists, including a number of 
New Yorkers and Philadelphians, bave taken 
stock in the enterprise. The company was 
formed to manufacture Dr. R. J. Gatling’s 


new and improved steel cast cannon, which 
has attracted attention in military and naval 
circles here and eleewhere. This gun is de- 
signed for fortifications, the fleid and the 
navy. The patents of Dr. Gatling cover many 
new points in ordnance, and they are secured 
in this country and abroad. 

His admixture of alloy with the fluid steel is 
novel in ite peculiar formation of bronze and 
other metais, which are blended with such 
wonderful skill of chemicai process that when 
the metals have properly cooled and adhered 
from their fluid state they become solid, close 
and combined, and in every weak point the 
proper adjustment of the carbon controls the 
castings, closing up all bilow-boles and 
crevices, which insures the safety of the gun. 
The gun is cast with a tube, which accom- 
plishes the cooling-off process in a short time. 
**Bullt-up’’ guns are put together by pieces 
of armor steel, like the building of an iron 
house, with straps or bands to secure its 
formation aud hold it together. Ia such 
heavy work of making a 15-inch gun there is 
liable to be blow-boies, crevices and cracks, 
and by such small defects there is great dan- 
ger of bursting. It has been su sed b 
many engineers and gun experts that cannon 
cast from steel could not be condensed with 


durabiiity of such combinations. 

The value of Gatling’s steel gun is in the 
saving of time and expenses in construction, 
while the ‘‘built ap“ armor cannon require 
over nine months for their manufacture. The

THE TEGUMENTARY SYSTEM. 

The tegumentary system consists of the 
skin, hair, nails and teeth.

THE HAIR. 

A hair has a root, a shaft and a point. 
root is the little whitish portion seen at 
end of a hair when it is pulled ont. Itis 
lodged in a little pit in the skin called the folli- 
cle. The shaft is the part of the hair project- 
mi »bove the skin. Nearly all the coloring 
matter is mt in the shaft, the amount 
and kind of pigment determining the coior of 
the bair. The point of a hair is er and 
finer than that of the finest needle made by the 
hands of man. The sweat giands are simply 
minute tabes at first coiled many times on 
themseives, then running spirally through the 
cuticle to terminate as pores on the surface. 
Besides these, there are other giands con- 
nected with the skin, called sebaceous 

lands. These are nothing but little sacs em- 
bedded in the true skin and opening either into 
a hair follicie or on the surface of the cuticle. 
They secrete an olly material, the sebum, 
which is fluid at the temperature of the body, 
but congeals rapidly when exposed to the air. 
The glands which form the ear- wax are large 
2215 of this kind, 

Blood vessels and nerves are supplied to the 
skin in abundance. They ape found in the 
true skin as capillary twigs and delicate nerve 
fibrils.
